With more than one thousand of us 
descending on a limited number of 
bellmen, desk clerks and room ser¬ 
vice people, checking in at the Hyatt 
House for the convention could cause 
some delays. If we are true to the 
tradition of most convention-goers, 
we will all arrive within an hour's 
span. 

Mr. Jim Carr of Birmingham’s 
Hyatt House has a few suggestions 
that could make checking in and 
checking out much easier, saving our 
nerves, our patience, and our 
language.

Pritchett To Head AJCCA 


Shortly after the 1980 convention 
swings into action Thursday after¬ 
noon, April 24, James E. Pritchett will 
take over the reins of leadership for 
AJCCA, a step up from his present role

Shirley Woodie, president of the 
Alabama Junior and Community 
College Association, called the Ex- 

cutive Committee Meeting to order 
and welcomed Dr. George Layton, 
State Department of Education 
representative to the committee. The 
minutes of the previous meeting 
were approved. 

Harold Rouse, treasurer, reported 
a balance of $5170.24 in the 
association’s savings account and 
$181.78 in the checking account. He 
explained that dues have been 
received from twenty-six in¬ 
stitutional members and five affiliate 
members. 

Shirley Woodie announced 
requests for affiliate membership 
from the Department of Educational 
Leadership, Auburn University and 
the Institute of Higher Education 
Research and Services, University of 
Alabama. Harold Rouse moved to ac¬ 
cept both institutions as affiliate 
members. The motion carried. 

Plans concerning the following 
convention responsibilities were 
discussed: 

Banquet Tic/cefs-Reid Lambert 
moved to allow guests to purchase 
banquet tickets at the convention for 
$10. The motion carried. 

Duties of Commission Chairper- 
sons-The committee reviewed con¬ 
vention responsibilities, and each 
commission chairperson was remin¬ 
ded to send speakers’ resumes and 
pictures to Reid Lambert for the 
March 'Newsletter Extra copies of 
invoice forms were distributed and 
commission chairpersons were asked 
to make all necessary local reser¬ 
vations and to submit all receipts 
within two weeks following the con¬ 
vention. Because rental fees are 
prohibitive, it will be necessary for 
committee chairpersons to arrange 
for equipment to be provided by their 
institutions or by one of the in¬ 
stitutions in the Birmingham area. 
The final planning session is 
scheduled at 3:30 p.m. on April 23 at 
the Hyatt House. 

Exhibits^ Door Prizes^ and Favors^ 

Mary Carpenter and Nell Mote have 
arranged for exhibits and door prizes. 


Myra Johnson, James Crabtree, and 
Joe Logan have secured favors from 
several firms for convention packets. 

Program -Ron Cordell reported that 
the stage band at George C. V/allace 
State Community College in Han¬ 
ceville will be leaving on tour on 
April 24 and that a nine-member 
group is available to perform 
following the banquet. Although no 
fee is charged, the group does request 
contributions. Joanne Jordan moved 
to invite the nine-member group to 
play following the banquet for a con¬ 
tribution of $250. The motion carried. 
Banquet DeeorationsSsindrsi King 
reported that she has arranged with 
Jefferson State Junior College for 
flowers and that the cost should be 
well under $400. Sandra will send 
details concerning physical 
arrangements for the banquet to 
Shirley Woodie. 

Pegisirafio/i-Mary Bauer asked 
committee members to encourage 
persons from their institutions to 
register for the convention as early as 
possible. She explained that several 
institutions are sending one check for 
all persons attending. She asked the 
coordinators at each institution to be 
sure that registration forms for each 
person are included with the check. 

Shirley Woodie read the report of 
the nominating committee submitted 
by Dr. James Chasteen, Chairman. 
Nominations for 1980-81 are Vice- 
President/President Elect: Dr. James 
Milner, Jefferson State Junior 
College; and Dr. Marshall Smith, 
Calhoun State Community College. 
Treasurer: Ron Cordell, Gadsden 
State Junior College; Roy Daigle, 
Bishop State Junior College; and 
Rebecca Shaw, George C. Wallace 
State Community College, Han¬ 
ceville. 

Shirley Woodie asked institutional 
coordinators to check to be sure that 
their institutions had responded to 
Sandra Martin’s request for names of 
media representatives to be invited to 
the AJCCA Convention. 

Shirley read a letter from Dr. J.E. 
McCracken, President, Okaloosa- 
Walton Junior College, Niceville, 
Florida, requesting information from 
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institutions about model features of 
alumni programs or activities for in¬ 
clusion in a forum at the 1980 AACJC 
Convention. 

The committee discussed plans for 
Junior/Community College Week in 
Alabama. Accomplishments to date 
include appointment of coordinators 
at each campus, the signing of a 
proclamation by Governor James, 
preparation of seven audio tapes, and 
preparation of a fact sheet on 
Alabama’s junior and community 
colleges. 

Proposed activities and timetables 
were discussed. Jim Pritchett repor¬ 
ted that copies of the audio tapes will 
be distributed to each institution 
within two weeks. Coordinators need 
to let Jim know whether they want 
cassette or reel-to-reel tapes. Each in¬ 
stitution will be responsible for sen¬ 
ding tapes to radio stations in their 
areas. Lewie Vickers and Jim Prit¬ 
chett will send video tapes directly to 
television stations later. Jesse Culp 
requested that coordinators be 
notified of the time that video tapes 
will be sent so that they can contact 
local stations and encourage the use 
of the tapes. Jim Pritchett agreed to 
send letters to coordinators at the 
time that video tapes are mailed to 

television stations. 

Jim Milner reported that a 
brochure outlining information from 
the fact sheet on Alabama’s junior 
and community colleges can be prin¬ 
ted at a cost of $250 for 20,000 copies. 
These brochures could be distributed 
to the governor, legislators, state 
board members and each institution. 
Tom Umphrey moved to authorize 
Jim Milner to proceed with the prin¬ 
ting of brochures within a budget of 
$250. The motion carried. Dr. Layton 
pointed out the need to clarify data 
applying only to public junior and 
community colleges. He also agreed 
to work with Dr. Milner to include 
more recent data than that in the 
current fact sheet. Shirley Woodie 
will mail brochures to target groups 
and divide the remaining brochures 
among the institutions. 

Bill Foreman outlined a project for 
the printing of 350,000 placemats. Mr. 
Foreman would sell ads to cover the 
cost of the printing and would take 
the placemats to Dr. Layton’s office 
at the State Department of Education 
by April 1. Representatives from in¬ 


stitutions would pick up the 
placemats and distribute them to 
restaurants in their areas for use 
beginning April 20. Richard Bean 
moved to approve this project as I 
outlined. The motion carried. Coor- I 
dinators indicated to Mr. Foreman 
the number of placemats needed for I 
their areas. I 

Ron Cordell reported that outdoor 
billboards can be printed at a cost of 
$18.90 for a minimum of 100 or $20.18 I 
for a minimum of 50. Mr. Cordell I 
asked each coordinator who wants to I 
use billboards to send a letter from 
the president of the institution by I 
February 15 specifying the number I 
desired. I 

After lunch, coordinators discussed I 
specific plans for Junior/Community I 
College Week on individual cam- I 
puses. Tentative activities included I 
the following: Open house with I 
special invitations to the governor, I 
legislators, and state board members; 
local proclamations; art festivals and I 
exhibits; special newsletters 
highlighting faculty and alumni; ex¬ 
tensive media coverage including I 
television interviews, and news 
releases on outstanding faculty and I 
students; programs for civic 
organizations i; distribution of fact 
sheets; and use of billboards, bumper

stickers, and placemats. 


Bill Foreman will send a news 
release on the governors 
proclamation to ail newspapers by 
April 1 and will request that it be 


used on a Sunday. 

Appearances on television talk 
sho’ws throughout the state will 
scheduled.
